The sheriff had received a tip 


that crooked work was g-oing on at 
the old Grills farm on the Root 
road, Ridgeville township. Taking 
with'Tiiin Deputies Cowie, Cole, 
Baird and Ellenberger, a visit was 
made to. the farm just after day- 
light. 
Their presence was undis- 


covered until they were within the 
house and it was a surprised quar- 
tet when.the offenders 
realized 


that they were under arrest. 


Unlike any previous raid it was 


discovered that the operation of 
the still was not for the purpose 
of 
making raisin jack, but for 


making a high grade of distilled 
alcohol. It was 
made by using 


Karo syrup with a sour wine that 
was placed in the 
distillery and 


put throu&h a heating p access. 


The still Itself was a 35 gallon 


copper tank with a regulation top. 
coils and' cooling 
tank. It was 


brought to the jail with about 20 
gallons of pure alcohol and a quan- 
tity of Karo syrup and wine.

tions which had kept Londonderry 
in a terror stricken state for some 
days past. 


During the night the rival fac- 


tions erected additional barricades 
from which they kept up a con- 
tinuous fire. At times the shoot- 
ing reached the intensity of volleys. 


The military today were entire- 


ly in charge of most of the 
city 


and it was even impossible to learn' 
ths number of casualties from the 
authorities. Reports were in cir- 
culation that several 
bodies had 


been seen lying in Bishop street, 
but it was worth one's life to *-at- 
tempt to get to .Bishop street to 
verify 
the 
reports. A dispatch 


to the Exchange telegraph company 
from Londonderry states that many 
dead and wounded are lying in the 
streets. 
' The military remained passive 
the troops watching bodies of arm- 
ed .men pass through the side to 
their battle 
positions.

rest of'the'town. Tn¥ central'po- 
lice station was isolated from the 
other stations and the police vir- 
tually were besieged.
